1.1 What is FeedFor All 



FeedForAII is a software solution for creating, editing, repairing, and enhancing RSS feeds. 
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New RSS feeds can be quickly and easily created with FeedForAII. Advanced features enable you to 
create professional looking feeds in an extremely short period of time. 

Existing RSS feeds can be repaired and enhanced with FeedForAII. RSS feeds generated by other 
means are automatically repaired, so that they conform to the RSS 2.0 specification. Existing feeds can 
be enhanced to contain advanced feed properties, and give them a more professional look. 

Day to day feed maintenance can be handled simply with FeedForAII. Features such as automatic 
publication date handling and field defaults, enable users to keep their feeds up-to-date, with minimal 
effort. 



Simply put, FeedForAII is everything you want and expect from an RSS creation and maintenance tool. 
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1 .2 Features & Benefits 

• Multiple RSS version support 

FeedForAII can read RSS version 2.0, 0.94, 0.93, 0.92, 0.91, and 0.9 feeds. FeedForAII also provides 
limited Atom .3 support. 

• Customizable interface 

You can choose from an assortment of interface skins to personalize the look and feel of FeedForAII. 
A pleasing interface can increase productivity. 

• Download existing feeds 

FeedForAII can download existing RSS feeds from the Internet. This will allow you to easily modify, 
enhance, and update existing feeds. 

• Open existing feeds 

FeedForAII can open existing RSS feeds from disk. This will allow you to easily modify, enhance, and 
update existing feeds. 

• Automatic feed repair 

FeedForAII automatically repairs all malformed feeds that it opens. This enables FeedForAII to open 
feeds that other programs are unable to open. This also ensures that all feeds saved with FeedForAII 
are in a valid format. 

• Automatic date management 

FeedForAII atomically maintains all your RSS feed dates. 

• Programmable SmartDates 

SmartDate buttons can be programmed to automatically advance the feed's Pub Date to the next 
desired publish date 

• Unlimited Feeds 

FeedForAII can be used to maintain an unlimited number of RSS feeds 

• Intuitive User Interface 

FeedForAII has a simple yet powerful user interface that makes feed creation easy for both beginners 
and experienced users.

System Requirements

If you computer is configured to 'autorun' CD-Roms, then the FeedForAII installation program will 
automatically start, when you insert the FeedForAII CD-Rom. 

If the FeedForAII installation doesn't automatically start, browse to the drive letter of your CD-Rom 
(usually D:) and run the program named 'ffasetup.exe'.

Quick RSS Primer 



RSS is an acronym for Really Simple Syndication or Rich Site Summary (it depends who you ask). RSS 
is a defined standard based on XML, with the specific purpose of delivering updates to web-based 
content. Using this standard, webmasters provide headlines and fresh content in a succinct manner. 
Meanwhile, consumers use RSS readers and news aggregators to collect and monitor their favorite feeds 
from one centralized program. Content viewed in the RSS reader or news aggregator is known as an 
RSS feed. While the majority of RSS feeds currently contain news headlines or breaking information, the 
long term uses of RSS are broad. 

RSS is becoming increasing popular. The reason is fairly simple. RSS is a free and easy way to promote 
a website and its content, without the need to advertise or create complicated content sharing 
partnerships. 

There are basically three parts of an RSS feed. The feed's general information, the feed's items, and the 
feed's image. 

The feed's general information is made up of a few required and several optional data fields, which 
describe the whole RSS feed. For example, a feed title, description, and link are required. Optional feed 
fields can contain information about the feed such as the editor, copyright, and webmaster. 

A feed can contain one or more items. Each item can be thought of as a separate news article or 
announcement. Typically, items are periodically updated by the feed's author, adding new content when 
available. End users who subscribe to (watch) the feed (typically using feed reader or news aggregator 
software) are shown the new items when they become available. 

Every feed can have an image associated with it. A feed's image is typically a company logo, or other 
image that relates to the feed's content. 

After a feed is created, a webmaster will typically upload it to a web server, and create links on their 
website which point to the new feed. A little effort is also usually spent on advertising the new feed to 
visitors (or potential visitors) of the website. 

RSS feeds are widespread and extensively used by sites such as Yahoo, CNet, NY Times, BBC, and 
many more. Come on and join the club. You are in good company.

The easiest way to start a new RSS feed in FeedForAII is to use the New Feed Wizard. If you haven't 
created and saved a feed yet, you will automatically be prompted to use the New Feed Wizard, when 
FeedForAII starts. The New Feed Wizard can also be started by choosing 'Wizard' from the 'Feed' 
menu. 



The New Feed Wizard will walk you through entering the information necessary, for creating a new RSS 
feed. After you are done entering the required information, you will be prompted to save your new feed. 

After you have created a new feed with the New Feed Wizard, you will probably want to upload it to your 
server. This can be done by clicking on the upload button in the button bar, or by choosing 'Upload' from 
the 'Feed' menu. Please refer to the 'Using FeedForAII' section of this manual for more detailed 
information about uploading feeds. 
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3.3 The Main Screen 

Most of FeedForAII's capabilities are accessible from its main screen. 
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There are six major sections to the main screen: 

Main Menu 

Feed Item Image Edit Tools View Help 

Along the top edge of the FeedForAII screen is the main menu. Some features that aren't accessible 
from the button bars, can only be accessed through the menus. 



Tabs 

"Feeds - \ Items j Images 

Directly under the main menu are three tabs: 'Feeds', 'Items', and 'Images'. These represent the three 
major parts of an RSS feed. The 'Feeds' tab allows you to switch between which feed is currently being 
displayed, and allows you to edit general feed properties. The 'Items' tab allows you to add and edit 
items (news articles) that belong to the current feed. The 'Images' tab allows you to add an image to your 
RSS feed, or edit its existing image. 



Button Bar 
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Each tab displays its own button bar, beneath it. The button bars contain the most commonly used 
functions used for each tab. For example, when the 'Feeds' tab is active, its button bar contains buttons 
for creating new feeds, opening existing feeds, and saving feeds. 



List Box 
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The 'Feeds' and 'Items' tabs have a listbox occupying their left hand side. On the 'Feeds' tab, the list box 
allows you to easily switch between feeds that you have used previously. On the 'Items' tab, the list 
contains all the items that belong to the current feed, again making it easy to switch between them. On 
the 'Images' tab, the list box is replaced with the image display window. 



Data Entry Area 
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The right hand side of each tab is occupied by data entry fields. This is where you can enter the 
information that you want in your RSS feed. There are two or more tabs along the top edge of the data 
entry area. These tabs give you access to additional data entry fields, that belong to the feed. 



Status Bar 
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Along the bottom edge of the FeedForAII screen is a status bar. It shows (from left to right), a 'feed 
modified' indicator, a 'current feed' text box, and a 'current time' text box. An image of a disk will appear 
in the 'feed modified' indicator area if changes to the current feed have been made, since the last time it 
was saved. The 'current feed' text box shows the full name of the feed that is currently being worked on 
(including its path). The 'current time' text box simply shows the current date and time. 
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3.4 Feeds Tab 

When the 'Feeds' tab is active, you have access to the feed's primary fields (i.e. title, description, link, 
etc.), and access to general feed operations (i.e. new, open, save, upload, etc.). 

There are three sections on the 'Feeds' tab: the feed button bar, the available feeds listbox, and the feed 
data entry area. 



Feed button bar 
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The feed button bar contains buttons for the most commonly used feed operations. From left to right the 
buttons are: New Feed, Open Feed, Save Feed, Close Feed, Download Feed, Upload Feed, Move Feed 
Up, Move Feed Down, WYSIWYG Description Editor, View Source, and Preferences. All these functions 
(and a few more) are also available from the main menu. 

Available feeds list box 
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This list box contains all the feeds that have been worked on in FeedForAII. It allows you to quickly and 
easily switch between feeds. 

Data entry area 
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The right hand side of the 'Feeds' tab is occupied by a data entry area. There are two tabs in this area: 
'Required' and 'Optional'. The 'Required' tab contains fields that should be filled in for each feed. The 
'Optional' tab contains several additional fields that you may choose to also include in your RSS feed. 

Special Features on the Feeds Tab - There are a few program features available on the 'Feeds' tab 
that you should be aware of:

The 'Title' and 'Description' fields are enabled with live spell checking. Unrecognized words will 
automatically be underlined, as you type.

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In RSS feeds, HTML tags can be included in the description fields. This allows some formatting of the 
description text, resulting in a more professional looking feed. HTML tags can be entered manually in 
the 'Description' field, but FeedForAII also has a WYSIWYG HTML editor that makes this a lot easier. 
To start the editor, you can double-click inside the 'Description' text box, click on the HTML Editor button 
in the button bar, or choose 'HTML Editor' from the 'Tools' menu. 



Pub Date date and time pickers 
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To make entering a feed's Published Date easier (in the RSS specification, dates are defined to be in a 
somewhat tricky format), FeedForAII has easy to use date and time pickers. To use them, click on the 
calendar button to the right of the Pub Date field. This will display the date and time in two separate 
fields. Click on the drop-down button in the right part of the field, to display the picker dialog. 



Feed Smart Dates 
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Many RSS feed publishers have a scheduled for when their new content is published (made available to 
their audience). Rather than entering the next publish date manually each time, the Smart Date button 
can be programmed to automatically advance the Pub Date to the next desired publish date. The Smart 
Date button is the one to the far right of the Pub Date field. It has an image of a calendar with a wand 
over it.

There are two types of Pub Dates in an RSS feed: the Feed Pub Date, and Item Pub Dates. The Feed 
Pub Date should contain the date and time that the most recent item was published. Each item that is 
added to a feed also has its own Pub Date. This Pub Date should be set to the date and time that the 
individual item was published. Typically, you will always want the Feed's Pub Date to match the most 
recent Item's Pub Date. FeedForAII can automatically handle this for you. If you keep the 'Auto Pub 
Date' box checked (bottom right corner of the Feeds tab), FeedForAII will always keep the Feed's Pub 
Date updated for you.

From left to right the 
buttons are: New Item, Clone Item, Delete Item, Move Item Up, Move Item Down, WYSIWYG Description 
Editor, View Source, and Preferences. All these functions (and a few more) are also available from the 
main menu. 



Available items list box 
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This list box contains all the items that belong to the current feed, 
switch between items.

FeedForAII not only allows you to setup an image for your feed, but it also allows you to 
modify the image to improve its appearance. 

There are three sections on the 'Images' tab: the image button bar, the image display box, and the image 
data entry / editor area. 

Image button bar 
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The image button bar contains buttons for the most commonly used image operations. From left to right 
the buttons are: Open Image, Save Image, Re-download Image, Upload Image, View Source, and 
Preferences. All these functions (and a few more) are also available from the main menu. 

Image display box 



If the current feed has an image associated with it, then the left side of the 'Images' tab is occupied by 
the image. If the image box is blank, then the feed isn't correctly setup to include an image, or 
FeedForAII is unable to download the image from the Internet (you may not be connected). 

Data entry / editor area 
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The right hand side of the 'Images' tab is occupied by a data entry or editor area. There are two tabs in 
this area: 'Image' and 'Editor'. The 'Image' tab contains fields that can be filled in to include an image 
with your feed. The 'Editor' tab give you access to several image editing functions, to manipulate an 
existing image. 

Special Features on the Images Tab - There are a few program features available on the 'Images' tab 
that you should be aware of: 

Image Zoom - Your feed's image may not fully fit in the image box provided. By clicking on the image 
you can toggle between the regular sized image box, and a much larger version. 

Image Resizing - There is a 'Resize' tab available under the 'Editor' tab. This allows you to resize the 
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feed's image to a size that displays better in feed readers. The default image size for an RSS feed is 88 
pixels wide, by 31 pixels high. The maximum allowed image size is 144 pixels wide, by 400 pixels high. 

Image Rotating - If the image you want to use for your feed isn't at the correct angle, FeedForAII can 
rotate it for you. The 'Rotate' tab is available under the 'Editor' tab. 

Flip Image - An image can be flipped either horizontally or vertically. Sometimes the mirrored version of 
an image looks better in an RSS feed. The 'Flip' tab is available under the 'Editor' tab. 

Crop Image - RSS images are relatively small due to the size constraints in the specification. Cropping 
extra space off the outside edges of an image can help a large image fit better. The 'Crop' tab can be 
found under the 'Editor' tab. 

Help! 

There are many fields that can be used in an RSS feed. With some of them, it may not be obvious from 
their name, what data should be entered into them. FeedForAII supports a "What's This" help function 
that can help you out here. In the top right corner of the Images tab, there is an icon with a question 
mark in it. If you click on this icon, your mouse pointer will change to an arrow with a question mark. 
The next thing you click on in the Images tab, will display a small help window describing it better. This 
works great for unknown fields, but can also be used for things like buttons on the button bar. 
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3.7 Tips, Tricks, Shortcuts 

Tips: 

If you have several feeds with the same name, but are kept in different folders, it may be easier to tell 
them apart in the Feeds list box if you have FeedForAII display the full path along with the filename there. 
This option can be found under the 'Display' tab on the Preferences screen. 

If you are a power users, and desire speed over looks, FeedForAII's skin can be turned off. It isn't pretty, 
but is fast. This option can be found under the 'Display' tab on the Preferences screen. 

If you are a users that enjoy a customized interface, then when you register FeedForAII, there are over 
50 additional skins available for you to download and install. 

Don't use English in your feeds? There are two things you should know that can help. First, additional 
spell checking dictionaries are available for download from our website. Second, in the WYSIWYG 
HTML Description Editor, there is an option to insert symbols into the text. These aren't as much 
symbols, as they are additional characters that can be inserted (i.e. accented characters)

There is an online version of the manual 
available in the support section of our website. At the same location you will find several downloadable 
versions of the manual including: pdf, winhelp, and htmlhelp.

4.1 



Feeds 



4.1.1 Creating a New Feed 



To create a new RSS feed, you can either create a new blank feed, or use FeedForAII's Feed Creation 
Wizard, and be walked though the process. 

Create a New Blank Feed - To create a new blank feed you can click on the 'New Feed' button in the 
Feed tab's button bar, choose 'New' from the 'Feed' menu, or hit <ctrl><enter> while the 'Feeds' tab is 
active. Next, you should fill in all the required fields on the 'Feeds' tab, and create at least one new item 
on the 'Items' tab. 

Run the Feed Creation Wizard - To start the Feed Creation Wizard, choose 'Wizard' from the 'Feed' 
menu. Follow the wizard's instructions to create a new RSS feed. 



4.1.2 Opening an Existing Feed 

There are two ways you can open an existing RSS feed, and load it into FeedForAII: download from the 
internet, and open from a local drive. 

Downloading an Existing Feed from the Internet -The RSS Feed Download window can be 
accessed by either clicking on the 'Download Feed' button in the Feeds tab's button bar, or by choosing 
'Download' from the 'Feed' menu. When the screen appears, enter the URL for the existing RSS feed 
(including the http:// prefix is optional). After downloading a feed from the Internet, it is usually best to 
save a copy locally. This is accomplished by hitting the 'Save Feed' button, or by choosing 'Save' from 
the 'Feed' menu. 

Opening an Existing Feed from the Local Disk Drive - The Open File dialog window can be 
accessed by either clicking on the 'Open Feed' button in the Feed tab's button bar, or by choosing 'Open' 
from the 'Feed' menu. When the screen appears, you can either browse to the existing feed's file, or 
type it into the Filename box. 



4.1.3 Modifying a Feed 

The current feed can be easily modified by simply changing the values in the feed's fields. Once the 
desired changes have been made, you should save the updated feed, and then you will probably also 
want to upload it to your web server. 

4.1.4 Saving a Feed 



After you have created a new feed, or modified an existing feed, you should save a copy of the feed to 
your local disk drive. If the feed was opened from disk, or if it has been previously saved, then the 'Save 
Feed' button and the 'Save' menu item (under the Feed menu), will simply save the feed back to the 
same location. In this situation, you won't be given a file save dialog window, but you will notice that the 
'feed modified' indicator icon in FeedForAII's status bar, has disappeared. If the feed is being saved 
locally for the first time, then a 'Save File' dialog window will appear, allowing you to name the feed's file, 
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and browse to a location to save it to. If the feed has already been saved, but you want to save it to a 
different file name or location, then choose the 'Save As' option from the 'Feed' menu. 

If you want to 'save' you feed to a website (web server), then please refer to the 'Uploading a Feed' topic. 



4.1.5 Uploading a Feed 

Typically, the ultimate goal is to publish your feed on a web server, so users can access it. FeedForAII 
allows you to FTP your file to your web server. To access the 'FTP Upload' screen, either click on the 
'Upload Feed' button in the Feed tab's button bar, or choose the 'Upload' option from the 'Feed' menu. 

You will need a few pieces of information before you can upload the RSS feed to your website. This 
information will most likely be the same information that you needed to upload webpages, to your web 
server. 

1 . FTP Server - The address of the FTP server (in many cases this is the domain name of your website). 

2. Username - The username you were given to log onto the FTP server. 

3. Password - The password you were given to log onto the FTP server. 

4. Path* - The folder on the FTP server you want to put you feed's file into. 

5. Filename** - The name you want to give your feed's file. 

After the above information is entered into the 'FTP Upload' screen, click on the 'Upload' button to upload 
you feed. If you are not successful uploading, double check the above information, view the FTP log for 
hints as to what the problem is, and try switching the 'Mode' setting. If you still experience problems, 
the FeedForAII support forum is a good source of information for this type of problem. 



*Path - This one can be a little tricky at times. This is the path on the FTP server in relation to the folder 
you are placed into, by default, when you log onto the FTP server. This is not a URL (i.e. not 
http://www.myserver.com/). If your webpages reside in the folder that you are place in when you log onto 
the FTP server, then this field should be left blank. Otherwise, it may look something like 'public_html/'. 
There are also two things to take notice of. First, on FTP servers the path separator is a forward slash '/' 
not a backslash like on Windows computers. Second, you shouldn't start the path with a slash '/' unless 
you are sure you know the full path to the destination folder from the root of the FTP server's directory. 

** Typically RSS files end with the .xml extension. Although FTP server can accept files with spaces in 
their filename, most web servers won't allow users to download an RSS feed that has spaces in its 
filename. Don't use spaces. 



4.1.6 Removing a Feed 

If you no longer want a feed shown in the Feed tab's list box, you can choose to remove it. When you 
remove a feed, it is simply removed from the list. The feed's file is NOT deleted from your hard drive, or 
your website. You can remove a feed by clicking on the 'Remove Feed' button in the Feed tab's button 
bar, by choosing 'Remove' from the 'Feed' menu, or by hitting <ctrlxdel> when the 'Feeds' tab is active. 

4.1.7 Rearranging Feed Order 

The order in which the feeds show up in the feeds list box, can be changed. Highlight the feed you want 
to move, and then use the 'Move Up' and 'Move Down' buttons in the Feed tab's button bar, or choose 
'Move Feed Up' and 'Move Feed Down' from the 'View' menu. 
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4.2 Items 

4.2.1 Creating a New Item 

To create a new item for your RSS feed, click on the 'New Item' button in the Item tab's button bar, 
choose 'New' from the 'Item' menu, or hit <ctrlxenter> while the Items tab is active. New Items are 
always added to the top of the Items list box (the same order in which most feed readers will display 
them). 

4.2.2 Modifying an Existing Item 

The current item can be easily modified by simply changing the values in the item's fields. Switching off 
the current item, to another item, doesn't undo any of your changes. Once the desired changes have 
been made, you should save the updated feed, and then you will probably also want to upload it to your 
webserver. 



4.2.3 Cloning an Item 

When creating a new item in your feed, sometimes it is easier to start with a copy of an existing item 
and modify it, instead of starting with a new blank item. This is especially true if you have a lot of data in 
the optional item fields, that will be similar (you can also refer to the 'Preferences' section of this manual 
for information about setting default values for the fields in new items). To clone an item, simply highlight 
the item you want to clone and then click on the 'Clone Item' button in the Item tab's button bar, or 
choose 'Clone' from the 'Item' menu. 

4.2.4 Deleting an Item 

If you no longer want an item to exist in your feed, you can delete it. To delete an item, highlight it in the 
Items list box and click on the 'Delete Item' button in the Item tab's button bar, choose 'Delete' from the 
Item menu, or hit <ctrlxdel> while the Item tab is active. 

WARNING: deleting an item permanently removes it from your feed, once the feed is saved back to disk 
or uploaded to your web server. 

4.2.5 Rearranging Item Order 

With many news readers, the order in which the items are displayed, are the order which you have them, 
in your feed. The item's order can be changed. Highlight the item you want to move, and then use the 
'Move Up' and 'Move Down' buttons in the Item tab's button bar, or choose 'Move Item Up' and 'Move Item 
Down' from the 'View' menu. 
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4.3 Images 

4.3.1 Including an Image in a Feed 

Adding an image to your RSS feed, can give it a more professional look. As defined in the RSS 
specification, feed images are relatively small. Typically icons, logos, or other small images that are 
related to a feed's contents are used for RSS feed images. 

RSS feed images are not included inside an RSS feed's file. An RSS feed's image is a separate image 
file that is pointed to by your feed. An RSS feed reader will download your feed, and then download the 
image your feed points to. If you use FeedForAII to load an image from disk, or to modify an existing 
feed's image, you will need to upload it, in addition to uploading your feed to your website. 

Only .gif, .jpg, and .png image file formats are allowed by the RSS specification. 

Link vs URL - a common question is 'What is the difference between the Link field and the URL field on 
the Images tab?' The Link field is the web address of a webpage that has information that relates to this 
feed. In most cases the Link field should be the same as the Link field on the Feeds tab. The URL field 
is the web address of the image file itself. 
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4.4 Search and Replace 

4.4.1 Finding and Replacing Text 

FeedForAII has an advanced search and replace feature. This is very useful when global updates need to 
be made to a feed. For example, if your website layout changes, and all the links in your feed need to 
be update to match, search and replace can come in very handy. To access the 'Search' window, 
choose 'Search' from the 'Edit' menu. 

The 'Search In' section enables you to only perform the search in a particular tab, or in all sections of 
your feed. 

The 'Freeze Dates' option allows you to make replacements, without the Pub Dates being automatically 
updated. 
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4.5 



WYSIWYG HTML Editor 



4.5.1 



Using HTML in Description Fields 



The RSS specification allows the use of HTML tags in the description fields. In the past, HTML tags 
would need to be manually added to the description text. This can still be done with FeedForAII, but... 

FeedForAII includes a WYSIWYG HTML Editor for the description fields. You can add color, change font 
styles, and even add links to your feed's description fields. This allows you to easily create professional 
looking RSS feeds. 

To access the WYSIWYG HTML Editor, simply double-click anywhere inside the description text box. 
You can also start the editor by clicking on the 'Edit Description HTML' button in the Feed's or Item's 
button bar, or choose 'HTML Editor' from the 'Tools' menu. 
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4.6 Exporting 

4.6.1 Overview 

FeedForAII includes a powerful, yet easy to use export feature. 

Some reasons you may want to export your RSS feed: 

- Create a webpage that has your current feed's contents in it 

- Create a HTML table to include inside an existing webpage 

- Save the feed's data into a format that can be imported by a blogging program 

- Save the feed's data into a file that can read into a database program 

- Save the feed's data to a file that can be opened in a word processor 

- Save the feed's data so it can be opened by a spreadsheet program 

FeedForAII uses templates in the creation of its export files. The templates allow you to customize the 
format of the exported file. 

4.6.2 Details 

Export Templates 

Export templates are simply text files that define the format that the feed will be exported in. Templates 
can contain several variables, that will be automatically filled in when the feed is exported. For example 
a template could be a full html webpage, with variables in the places you want the feed's data to be 
inserted. Here is an example of a simple HTML template file:

Each variable name is surrounded by ' — ', so that it isn't mistaken as regular text. When a feed is 
exported using this template, each variable will be replaced with the actual feed's data. 

There are two special variable names that act as markers. They are ' — BeginltemsRecord — " and 
' — EndltemsRecord — ". Everything in between these two variables will be duplicated for each item in 
the feed. So, for example, if your feed has 5 items in it, everything between these two variables will be 
repeated 5 times. Each time the next item's information will be used in the variables found in the 
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duplicated section. 

This is what the output of this template would look like for a sample feed with three items in it:

4.6.3 HTML (webpages) 

Exporting feeds to html files can be very useful. You could have an entire webpage setup as a template, 
and have FeedForAII export the feed's data into it. Another common use is to have a template that just 
creates an html table, with the feed's information in it. The table is then included inside an existing 
webpage on your website by using a server-side include, or some simple javascript. 

To access FeedForAII's export function, choose 'Export' from the 'Tools' menu. The first step in exporting 
to an html file is to choose a template to use. You can choose one of the included sample templates or 
use one of your own. Next you need to supply a filename and location for the file that FeedForAII will 
create. Be careful not to use the same filename and path as an existing template file, because it will be 
overwritten. To start the export, simply click on the 'Export' button, or the check-mark button in the 
button bar. 

4.6.4 Text 

You may want to export the contents of your feed to a regular text file. This will allow you to open your 
feed in other programs like text editors and word processors. If you use the same information that your 
feed contains is a newsletter, or if you email the information to clients, then exporting to a text file is a 
simple way to get your data into the program that you use for these functions. 

To access FeedForAII's export function, choose 'Export' from the 'Tools' menu. The first step in exporting 
to an html file is to choose a template to use. You can choose one of the included sample templates or 
use one of your own. Next you need to supply a filename and location for the file that FeedForAII will 
create. Be careful not to use the same filename and path as an existing template file, because it will be 
overwritten. To start the export, simply click on the 'Export' button, or the check-mark button in the 
button bar. 
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4.6.5 CSV (comma separated values) 

CSV (comma separated values) is a standard text format that can be read by may different programs. 
For example, most database and spreadsheet programs can easily read or import .csv files. Exporting 
your feed to a CSV file can make its information available to many other programs, for all kinds of uses. 

To access FeedForAII's export function, choose 'Export' from the 'Tools' menu. The first step in exporting 
to an html file is to choose a template to use. You can choose one of the included sample templates or 
use one of your own. Next you need to supply a filename and location for the file that FeedForAII will 
create. Be careful not to use the same filename and path as an existing template file, because it will be 
overwritten. To start the export, simply click on the 'Export' button, or the check-mark button in the 
button bar. 
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4.7 Skins 

4.7.1 Changing Skins 

FeedForAII allows you to customize the user interface, by selecting one of many skins. Users find that 
visual pleasing user interface can help improve productivity. Different color combinations are easier on the 
eyes for different people. Ten skins are supplied with the evaluation version of FeedForAII. When you 
register FeedForAII, you can choose to download over 50 additional skins. 

To change the current skin, choose 'Skin' from the 'Tools' menu. When you click on the name of the 
skin in the list box, a small preview of the skin will appear in the preview pane. When you find a skin you 
want to try, either double-click on the skin's name in the listbox, or hit the 'OK' button. 

The default skin that FeedForAII uses when it is first installed is named 'Default'. 

4.7.2 Downloading Additional Skins 

Over 50 additional skins are made available to registered users of FeedForAII. Details for downloading 
the additional skins are included in the email that contains your FeedForAII registration key. 



4.7.3 Disabling Skins 

Power users, who desire speed over looks, may choose to disable FeedForAII's skins. When skins are 
disabled, the user interface isn't as pleasing as usual, but it is fast. To disable skins, choose the 
'Display' tab on the 'Preferences' screen. Check the 'Disable Skins' box. 
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4.8 Source Viewer 

4.8.1 Using the Source Viewer 

There are times when you may want to view or edit the actual XML source that makes up your RSS feed. 
For example, if you try to open an existing RSS feed that is so badly formatted that FeedForAII can't 
automatically repair it, you are given the option to manually fix the problem in the Source Viewer window. 

You can access the source viewer by clicking on the 'View Source XML' button in the button bar, or by 
choosing 'Source' from the 'View' menu. 

The RSS XML Source window has two tabs on it: Source and Original. The 'Source' tab show the current 
feed's XML code in its current form. This is what will be saved or uploaded when you choose to do so. 
The 'Original' tab shows a copy of the XML source, exactly as it was read into FeedForAII. This view 
does not contain any of your changes, or any repairs that FeedForAII may have automatically made to 
the feed. 

The 'Source' view is colorized and formatted to make it easier to read. The formatting is not saved as 
part of the XML file. If you would prefer to view the XML source in a plain text version, choose 'Plain' from 
the 'View' menu. If you make manual changes to the XML code, you may want to have the text re- 
formatted so it is easier to read. Choose 'Reformat' from the 'View' menu to do this. 

If you have made changes to the XML source code, but have decided not to keep your changes, you can 
reload the unchanged XML source code by clicking on the 'Reload Source' button in the button bar, or by 
choosing 'Reload' from the 'File' menu. Or, you can simply close out of the Source Viewer without saving 
your changes. 

To save your changes to the feed's XML source code, and return to FeedForAII's main screen, click on 
the 'Save and Close' button in the button bar, or choose 'Save' from the 'File' menu. 

You can also print your feed's XML source code by choosing 'Print' from the Source Viewer's 'File' menu. 
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4.9 Preferences 

4.9.1 Overview 

The Preferences screen is used for setting up default values for newly created feeds and items, 
programming the Smart Date buttons, configuring spell checking options, and changing the way some 
objects are displayed in FeedForAII. The Preferences screen can be accessed by clicking on the 
'Preferences' button in the button bar, or by choosing 'Preferences' from the 'Tools' menu. 

4.9.2 Field Defaults 

4.9.2.1 Overview 

The 'Field Defaults' tab on the Preference screen allows you to set default values that will be 
automatically inserted into the fields of new feeds, and items. You can also program the Smart Date 
buttons under this section. 

4.9.2.2 Current Feed 

4.9.2.2.1 Item Fields 

Values entered into these fields will be automatically added to each new Item that you create in the 
current feed. Values entered on this tab will override any values setup for the same field, under the 'All 
Feeds' tab. 

4.9.2.2.2 Smart Date 

Smart Dates - Many RSS feed publishers have a scheduled for when their new content is published 
(made available to their audience). Rather than entering the next publish date manually each time, the 
Smart Date button can be programmed to automatically advance the Pub Date to the next desired 
publish date. The default behavior of the Smart Date button is to enter the current date and time into the 
Pub Date field. You can program the Smart Date button to enter a more useful date and time on this 
tab. Any changes to the Smart Date settings made on this tab will only be used for the current feed. 
Smart Date settings made on this tab will override settings made under the 'All Feeds' tab. 

4.9.2.3 All Feeds 

4.9.2.3.1 Feed Fields 

Values entered into these fields will be automatically added to each new feed that you create. 

4.9.2.3.2 Item Fields 

Values entered into these fields will be automatically added to each new Item that you create in any 
feed. If there is a corresponding value setup for a field under the 'Current Feed' tab, that value will 
override the value set on this screen. 

4.9.2.3.3 Smart Date 

Smart Dates - Many RSS feed publishers have a scheduled for when their new content is published 
(made available to their audience). Rather than entering the next publish date manually each time, the 
Smart Date button can be programmed to automatically advance the Pub Date to the next desired 
publish date. The default behavior of the Smart Date button is to enter the current date and time into the 
Pub Date field. You can program the Smart Date button to enter a more useful date and time on this 
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tab. Any changes to the Smart Date settings made on this tab will be used for all feeds. Smart Date 
settings made under the 'Current Feed' tab, will override settings made here. 



4.9.3 Spell Checking 

By default, FeedForAII uses live spell checking for the Title and Description fields. The way spell 
checking works can be configured by choosing the 'Spell Checking' tab on the Preferences screen. 

You can disable spell checking by clearing the 'Enable spell checking' box. 

FeedForAII's download includes an American dictionary only. Additional language dictionaries are 
available for download from our website here: www.feedforall.com/dictionaries.htm . After the additional 
dictionaries are installed, the drop-down list box labeled 'Main dictionary' will allow you to select the new 
dictionary. 



4.9.4 Display 

There are two visual aspects of the FeedForAII program that can be changed on the 'Display' tab. 

The 'Disable Skins' option allows you to turn off FeedForAII's skin. This will give you a simple, but 
speedy interface. 

The 'Hide paths in feeds list' is checked by default. If you clear this checkbox, FeedForAII will display 
the full path and filename for each feed that is listed in the Feeds list box on the main screen.

Overview 



The evaluation version of FeedForAII will allow you to try it for 30 days. After that time period, FeedForAII 
will no longer allow you to use the program, unless you enter registration information that you receive 
after purchasing it. If you purchase a license before the evaluation period is up, you can access the 
registration screen from the main menu. 

IMPORTANT: The registration information must be entered EXACTLY as it appears in the email you 
receive after purchasing FeedForAII. ALL the fields must be entered (i.e. Company Name, Address, 
Country, etc.). 

The easiest way to enter the registration information is to highlight the entire email message you receive 
from us, and copy it to the Windows clipboard. You can then use the 'Paste Registration From 
Clipboard' button on FeedForAII's registration screen, to have the information automatically entered for 
you.

Feed Fields 




6.1.1.1 


Title 

The name for the feed. 
Required in all feeds. 




6.1.1.2 


Description 

A phrase or sentence that describes the feed. 
Required in all feeds. 




6.1.1.3 


Link 

The URL for the webpage containing information that directly relates to the feed. 
Required in all feeds. 




6.1.1.4 


Pub Date 






The date and time when the feed's content is to be published. Some feed readers may choose not to 
display a feed until its Pub Date has arrived. 




This is an optional field. 




6.1.1.5 


Skip Hours 






Hours of the day (0 = midnight) that feed readers do not need to check for changes in the feed 
readers can use this to save time when checking for updates. 


Feed 




This is an optional field. 




6.1.1.6 


Skip Days 





Days of the week that feed readers do not need to check for changes in the feed. Feed readers can use 
this to save time when checking for updates. 



This is an optional field. 

6.1.1.7 Language 

The language the feed is written in. 

This is an optional field. 

6.1.1.8 Category 

Some RSS directories allow users to search for feeds that they are interested in, by category. You can 
create your own categories, but typically you will want to use a more standard predefined category. 
DMOZ is probably the most popular category system. 
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Example DMOZ category: Computers/lnternet/On_the_Web/Weblogs/Tools 

If a predefined category is used (i.e. from DMOZ), you should set the category domain field to point to 
the category system's website. 

Example DMOZ domain: http://www.dmoz.org 

Both the Category and Domain fields are optional. 

6.1.1.9 Cloud 

The Cloud settings enable a feed reader to register with a cloud server, to receive notification when a feed 
has changed. This removes the need for the reader to periodically access the feed to check for updates. 

Several pieces of information need to be entered to setup you feed for a cloud server. 

Domain 

The domain name or IP address of the cloud server. 
Port 

The TCP/IP port number that the cloud server is running on. 
Path 

The location of the cloud server's responder. 
Reg Proc 

Registration Procedure - the name of the procedure to call to request notification. 
Protocol 

The protocol to use to communicate with the cloud server (xml-rpc, soap, or http-post). 

All the cloud fields are optional. 

6.1.1.10 Text Input 

The Text Input settings allows a data entry box to be displayed within your feed. It can be used to 
collect information from the reader, or act on data they enter. Not all feed readers support this option. 

Several pieces of information need to be entered to setup a Text Input box in your feed. 

Title 

A title for the Text Input box. 
Description 

A short description of what the user should enter into the Text Input box. 
Name 

The variable name assigned to the input box. 
Link 

The URL to a CGI program that is to receive the data from the Text Input box. 

Including a Text Input with your feed is optional. However, if you enter information is any Text Input field, 
then you must enter proper information into all the Text Input fields. 
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6.1.1.11 Webmaster 

The email address for the person responsible for technical issues relating to the feed. 

This is an optional field. 

6.1.1.12 Editor 

Managing Editor 

The email address for the person responsible for the feed's content. 

This is an optional field. 

6.1.1.13 Copyright 

Copyright notice for the contents of the feed. 

This is an optional field 

6.1.1.14 Rating 

A Platform for Internet Content Selection (PICS) rating tag. 

More information on the format of the rating tag can be found here: http://www.w3.org/PICS/ 

This is an optional field. 

6.1.1.15 Docs 

The URL for a webpage that describes the specification for this version of the RSS format. 
Example: http://blogs/law. harvard.edu/tech/rss 

This is an optional field. 

6.1.1.16 TTL 

Time To Live 

The number of minutes that the feed is allowed to be cached by a server (other than the actual server the 
feed is posted on), before the feed needs to be refreshed. This value is used by services that cache RSS 
feeds. 

This is an optional field. 
6.1.2 Item Fields 

Each feed must contain at least one valid item entry. 
6.1.2.1 Title 

The headline for the item's content. 

Every item must have at least a Title or a Description (or both). 
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6.1.2.2 Description 

A summary of the full content that the item was created to represent. 

Every item must have at least a Title or a Description (or both). 

6.1.2.3 Link 

The URL for the webpage, or for the section of a webpage, that contains the item's full content. Feed 
readers will typically display the webpage described by this URL, when a user clicks on the item. 

This is an optional field 

6.1.2.4 Pub Date 

The date and time when the item is to be made available. Some feed readers may choose not to display 
an item until its Pub Date date has arrived. 

This is an optional field. 

6.1.2.5 Category 

Some RSS directories allow users to search for feed items that they are interested in, by category. You 
can create your own categories, but typically you will want to use a more standard predefined category. 
DMOZ is probably the most popular category system. 

Example DMOZ category: Computers/lnternet/On_the_Web/Weblogs/Tools 

If a predefined category is used (i.e. from DMOZ), you should set the category domain field to point to 
the category system's website. 

Example DMOZ domain: http://www.dmoz.org 

Both the Category and Domain fields are optional. 

6.1.2.6 GUID 

Globally Unique Identifier 

A string that uniquely identifies the item. When present, a feed reader may choose to use this string to 
determine if an item is new. 

When the 'Is Perma Link' box is checked, feed readers will assume that the GUID is a unique URL for 
the item, and can be opened to display the full contents for the item. 

Both GUID fields are optional. 

6.1.2.7 Source 

If the item was obtained from another feed, then the source feed's information can be entered here. 
Source 

The title of the feed that the item came from. 
URL 

Optional - The URL to the RSS feed that the item came from. 
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Including a Source with your feed is optional. However, if you enter information into the source field, then 
you must also include information in the URL field. 

6.1.2.8 Enclosure 

Information about a file that is to be included with the item. 

URL 

The URL for the file. 
Length 

The length of the file (in bytes). 
Type 

The MIME type of the file. 

Including an Enclosure with your feed is optional. However, if you enter information is any Enclosure 
field, then you must enter proper information into all the Enclosure fields. 

6.1.2.9 Author 

The email address of the author of the item. Typically, this field is only used if the author is different than 
the feed's Editor (Managing Editor). 

This is an optional field. 

6.1.2.10 Comments 

The URL for a webpage containing (or accepting) comments relating to this item. 

This is an optional field. 

6.1.3 Image Fields 

Each feed can have an image associated with it. Feed readers typically display this image with the 
feed's title. 

Images are optional. 

6.1.3.1 Title 

Typically the same text as the feed's Title. 

If an image is to be included with the feed, then this field is required. 

6.1.3.2 Description 

The description is used for the HTML 'title' attribute of the image. 

This is an optional field. 

6.1.3.3 Link 

The URL for the webpage that directly relates to the feed. This is typically the same URL as the feed's 
Link field. 

If an image is to be included with the feed, then this field is required. 
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6.1.3.4 URL 

The URL for the image file. 

Images can be in the following formats: .gif, .jpg, .png 

If an image is to be included with the feed, then this field is required. 

6.1.3.5 Width 

The width of the image (in pixels). The default width for an RSS image is 88. The maximum allowed width 
is 144. 

This is an optional field. 

6.1.3.6 Height 

The height of the image (in pixels). The default height for an RSS image is 31 . The maximum allowed 
height is 400. 

This is an optional field.

1 . Click on the 'Preferences' icon in the button bar, or choose 'Tools' -> 'Preferences' from the menu. 

2. Click on the 'Display' tab. 

3. Check the 'Disable skins' box.

7.1.3 I am having trouble uploading my feed 

You will need a few pieces of information before you can upload the RSS feed to your website. This 
information will most likely be the same information that you needed to upload webpages, to your web 
server. 

1 . FTP Server - The address of the FTP server (in many cases this is the domain name of your website). 

2. Username - The username you were given to log onto the FTP server. 

3. Password - The password you were given to log onto the FTP server. 

4. Path* - The folder on the FTP server you want to put you feed's file into. 

5. Filename** - The name you want to give your feed's file. 

After the above information is entered into the 'FTP Upload' screen, click on the 'Upload' button to upload 
you feed. If you are not successful uploading, double check the above information, view the FTP log for 
hints as to what the problem is, and try switching the 'Mode' setting. If you still experience problems, 
the FeedForAII support forum is a good source of information for this type of problem. 



*Path - This one can be a little tricky at times. This is the path on the FTP server in relation to the folder 
you are placed into, by default, when you log onto the FTP server. This is not a URL (i.e. not 
http://www.myserver.com/). If your webpages reside in the folder that you are place in when you log onto 
the FTP server, then this field should be left blank. Otherwise, it may look something like 'publicjitml/'. 
There are also two things to take notice of. First, on FTP servers the path separator is a forward slash '/' 
not a backslash like on Windows computers. Second, you shouldn't start the path with a slash '/' unless 
you are sure you know the full path to the destination folder from the root of the FTP server's directory. 

** Typically RSS files end with the .xml extension. Although FTP server can accept files with spaces in 
their filename, most web servers won't allow users to download an RSS feed that has spaces in its 
filename. Don't use spaces.
